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107 earthquakes reported $394 billion budget 
in channel in two years

You may not have felt a whole lot of 
shaking, hut in 1970 and 1971 there were 
107 recorded earthquakes in the Santa 
Barbara Channel region. Lompoc lies 
within this geological area. 
According to a paper published in the 
Oct. 1973 edition of the Bulletin of the 
Seisinological Society of America (BS- 
SA). the Santa Barbara Channel region 
"is one of the most seismically active 
areas in the State and has experienced 
two earthquakes of magnitude six or 
larger since 1900.” 
Approximately 100 miles by 75 miles, 
the region takes in the Channel Islands. 
Santa Barbara and Oxnard with Lompoc 
fitting comfortably in its northwest cor­ 
ner. 
Eight seismograph stations recorded 
the 107 quakes. Hiey surround the Santa 
Barbara Channel and were installed in 
late 1969 by the U.S. Geological Survey 
based in Menlo Park. 
The closest station to Lompoc is 
located on Jalama Road and goes by the 
code name of SMLP. 
The BSSA paper reported that the sta­ 
tions were established after the offshore 
oil-well blowout that drew national at­ 
tention “ to improve earthquake 
monitoring” in the region. 
Information that comes from the 
network of stations — basically the loca­ 
tion and magnitude of quakes — is used 
to identify faults, says Gary Fuis, a 
USGS geophysicist who works out of 
Caltech in Pasadena. 
”This information is important so you 
don’t build a reactor or put an oil rig 
above a fault,” he said. 
Seismograph stations, owned and 
operated by Caltech, were located in the 
region before the blowout, but they were 
few in number (two) and so “precluded 
identification of individual active faults 
within the channel.” 
Dosens of offshore and onshore faults 
run tn and out erthe channel region. The 
four major ones are Rinconada, Big 
Pine, Pine Mountain and the Santa Ynez, 
which is the closest fault to Lompoc — 
about five miles south. 
Lompoc is located about 100 miles 
west of the infamous San Andreas fault. 
According to Travis Houck, a USGS 
geophysicist in Menlo Park, data from 
the eight stations has continuously been 
received and recorded since late 1969. A 
prelimiamy report — the BSSA paper — 
was made from the first two years of 
opera tion while a “full-scale analysis” of 
the data from 1969 to 1975 was started 
earlier this month. 
In Nov. 1975 the stations, along with 
nine additional USGS stations that were 
installed in the region in 1973, were 
“turned over” to Caltech, though USGS 
in Menlo Park still maintains them. 
Fuis explained that the network data 
now goes to Caltech because “the 
seismicity of the Santa Barbara Channel 
is more closely related to the seismicity 
of Southern California as a whole rather 
than the seismicity of Central Califor­ 
nia.” 
Menk) Park’s full-scale analysis will 
take a year to complete. What is 
revealed from the study will be “used,” 
but just how is uncertain. 
It depends on the information 
revealed, says Menlo Park. 
The BSSA paper reports that all the 
quakes in the channel during 1970 and 
1971 were of a magnitude of less than 
four and notes that — based on recorded 
data from Caltech stations over the past 
40 years — “it is reasonable to expect 
one earthquake with a magnitude 
greater than five to occur in the Santa 
Barbara Channel region over a period of

10 years.” 
Generally, related Houck, quakes 
cause damage at magnitudes five and 
above. 
The BSSA paper made two con­ 
clusions: One — based on USGS and 
Caltech seismograph station data “re­ 
cent activity in the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel is similar to that of the preceding 40 
years.” Two quakes in the region appear 
to occur essentially along the faults. 
However, the paper notes, "A two-year 
period is too short a time to draw firm 
conclusions on the seismicity of the 
Santa Barbara Channel. The present 
study is limited by the small number of 
earthquakes recorded and by the lack of 
detailed knowledge concerning the 
crustal structure of the region.” 
Besides SBLP, the original USGS sta­ 
tions in the region are SBCC (San Rafael 
Mountains), SBLC (near Santa Bar­ 
bara ), SBCL (near Ojai, later moved and 
renamed SBCD), SBLG (near Laguna

Point), SBSM (San Miguel Island), SBSC 
(Santa Cruz Island) and SBSN (San 
Nicolas Island.) 
The equipment at each station includes 
a vertical-component 1-Hz seismometer, 
a package containing a preamplifier and 
voltage-controlled oscillator and bat­ 
teries. The frequency-modulated tone 
produced at each station is carried by 
wire (or radio from offshore stations) to 
a terminal where it is combined with 
tones from the other stations. 
The resulting multiplexed signal is 
then transmitted by a voice-grade 
telephone circuit to Pasadena. 


Inflation rate up 
7 per cent for '75 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Labor 
Department said today the inflation rate 
in December climbed 0.5 per cent and in­ 
creased 7 per cent for all of 1975, the 
smallest yearly rise in three years. 
The increase in the Consumer Price 
Index, measured on a December-to- 
December basis, was well below the 12.2 
per cent jump during 1974 and the 8.8 
per cent climb in 1973. The CPI is the 
most commonly used measurement of 
inflation levels. 
Administration economists have been 
predicting for several months that infla­ 
tion levels would gradually moderate 
after the steep increases during 18 
months of recession. 
One of those economists, Assistant 
Commerce Secretary James Pate, said 
today the improvement last year was “a 
little bit greater than what the ad­ 
ministration anticipated.” 
But he cautioned the improvement will 
be more gradual in 1976, when inflation is 
expected to be about 6 per cent. 
“The improvement is becoming more 
gradual.” he said, "but in perspective it 
is substantial when compared to the 12 
per cent level of last year.” 
Service cost increases were a major 
factor behind inflation during December 
and the full year. 
Pate predicted the 
prospect for better mortgage interest 
rates might soon ease the pressure on 
service prices. 
Pate also saw “further room for 
moderation in food prices — particularly 
meat.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today proposed a “major turning 
point for the American people” with a 
$394.2 billion budget which, he said, con­ 
cedes the federal government cannot 
solve every problem in the land. 
Laced with cutbacks and sure to be 
controversial in an election year, the 
fiscal 1977 plan emphasizes stronger na­ 
tional defense, the search for energy, 
higher tax cuts for wage earners, 
business and investors and making elder­ 
ly sick and working poor pay more of 
their own way. 
Social Security taxes would go up in 
order to save the troubled fund which 
pays retirement benefits to most work­ 
ing Americans. 
If passed by Congress, it would 
mean a federal spending record, but 
Ford said its relative austerity would 
strike a proper balance between the 
needs of the nation as a whole and 
Americans who are actually poverty 
stricken. 
“We will give more money to those at 
or below the poverty line and cut off 
those above,” said the President while 
outlining the budget for reporters. 
“This represents what we hope will be 
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a very major turning point for the 
American people,” he said in signing the 
955-page document. “But it does not hold 
out any promise that the federal govern­ 
ment can or will solve every problem. 
Despite Ford’s call for reduced 
welfare spending, more than half the 
budget would be spent on people. 
Defense spending would jump to $101.1 
billion — better than one quarter of the 
budget. 
Three of Ford’s top economic aides — 
Treasury Secretary William Simon, 
Budget Director James Lynn and chief 
economic adviser Alan Greenspan — 
praised the budget. 
“We have come to a point of decision 
in this country,” said Lynn, who warned 
that continuing to run up bigger deficits 
each year “is not where we want to go.” 


Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, expres­ 
sed what is likely to be a common 
Democratic concern — whether holding 
the budget lower than projections will 
place a drag on the economy which only 
now is emerging from a recession. 
The President said defense and energy 
received the highest priorities in his 
proposal for fiscal 1977 being sent to 
Congress today. 
“This is not a policy of the quick fix; it 
does not hold out the hollow promise that 
we can wipe out inflation and unem­ 
ployment ovemitfit,” Ford said. 
For the first time, a president’s budget 
will be reviewed by the new joint con­ 


gressional budget committee. It it likely 
to be frisky and independent both in deal­ 
ing with Ford's propoult and suggwting 
its own. 
Although he propoaed spending $43 
billion more than the government will 
collect in taxes and other revenues, Ford 
said the budget represented “re­ 
sponsible fiscal policy.” Hie expected 
deficit in the current fiscal year is $76 
billion. 
“If we try to stimulate the economy 
beyond its capacity to respond, it will 
lead only to a future whirlwind of infla­ 
tion and unemployment,” Ford Mid. 


The President proposed greater cuts in 
individual income taxes beginning in Ju­ 
ly, but also asked for a maximum in­ 
crease of $49.50 next year in the Social 
Security payroll tax — the one that cuts 
deepest into low and moderate income 
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workers. 
His proposed revenue sharing and 
other reforms would require recipients 
of some federal aid, such as Medicare, to 
contribute more toward their benefits. 
In his only new initiative, Ford 
proposed “a so-called welfare czar” to 
coordinate federal welfare, housing and 
food payments by setting uniform 
nationwide standards for benefits. He of­ 
fered no details, but said he would ask 
Congress for authorization. 


At his briefing, the President stepped 
away from the podium and pointed to 
flow charts that depicted responsibilities 
at the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
“If you look at those messy charts, 
you’d have to believe that any one with 
common sense would want to change It,” 
he said. 
Palestinians move 
for territorial grab 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Thou­ 
sands of Palestinian troops from Syria 
have driven Lebanese army troops from 
a strategic crossroads position and ad­ 
vanced into the foothills of Mt. Lebanon 
in an apparent attempt to grab as much 
territory as possible today before a 
cease-fire is called. 
The clash, about 25 miles east of the 
war-ravaged capital, was the first 
between the Palestinians and the 
Lebanese army, and reinforced an all- 
out Palestinian and Moslem asuult that 
left most of the countryside under 
Moslem control. 
Official Lebanese sources Mid an es­ 
timated 4,000 troops of the Syrian-based 
Palestine Liberation Army crossed into 
east Lebanon Tuesday to link up with 
another 4,000 massing around Chtoura in 
the Bekaa Valley, 25 miles east of 
Beirut. 
Diplomatic observers said the sweep­ 
ing offensive apparently was launched to 
secure as much territory as possible 
before today’s arrival of Syrian officials 
in Beirut to discuss a truce. 
The three-man Syrian delegation in­ 
cluded Foreign Minister Abdel Halim 
Khaddam, Chiefof-Staff Maj. Gen. 
Hikmat Chehabi and Air Force com­ 
mander Vice Air Marshal Naji Jamil, 
who planned to meet Lebanese President 
Suleiman Franjieh. 
But due to the deteriorating military 
and political conditions since Monday, 
there was growing concern among Arab 
diplomats and other observers that the 
Syrian mediation may have come too 
late. 
Christian forces underscored that 
belief in a Tuesday night broadcast over 


the Voice of Lebanon, their pirate radio 
station, in which they issued a declara­ 
tion of no-peace with the Palestinians. 
Since the stepped-up fighting Monday, 
the number of casualties has risen to 
more than 150 dead and 325 wounded, 
police Mid. The estimated toll for nine 
months of civil war climbed to more 
than 9,500 dead and 20,000 wounded. 
Moslem leftists and Palestinian 
guerrillas also launched a fierce asMult 
on Christian positions in downtown 
Beirut, shelling the commercial center 
with rockets and mortars in an effort to 
capture two main squares.

Fuel cost adjustments 
to be placed in escrow

Lompoc electricity users will receive 
refund credits for alleged overpayments 
to Pacific Gas and Electric Co. through 
fuel cost adjustments added to their bills 
if the city wins a billing dispute now be­ 
ing considered by the Federal Power 
Commission. 
At last night’s meeting, the city coun­ 
cil agreed to withhold future payments 
of fuel adjustment costs to PG&E on 
grounds that there is some question of 
whether PG&E is entitled to bill the city 
for such adjustments. 
Instead, the amount billed will be 
placed in a special escrow account 
pending settlement of the city’s dispute 
with PG&E. 
Mayor Art Scott, who made the 
proposal to the council, said he wanted to 
be sure that the money in escrow 
somehow accrued to the benefit of the 
customers and not to the general fund of 
the city. 
The withholding of the payments to 
PG&E is being done with the approval of 
the Northern California Power Agency’s 
legal counsel, who said he is of the opi­ 
nion that PG&E has not conformed to 
FPC regulations requiring the power 
supplier to place into effect a fuel clause 
as of Jan. 1 this year. 
Under the Federal Power Act, said at­ 
torney George Spiegel, all electric 
utilities having fuel adjustment clauses 
in their FPC rate schedules must con­ 
form those clauses to FPC requirements 
bv Jan. 1. He claims PG&E has not made 


the proper filing and has not received a 
waiver from the requirements. 
NCPA members are being encouraged 
to withhold the adjustment cost pay­ 
ments in the hope that the FPC will 
make an early ruling on the NCPA’s 
protest, or that PG&E will make filings 
that conform with FPC requirements. 
In other actions last night, the council: 
— Agreed to pay mileage and other in­ 
cidental expenses from the water fund 
for Virgil Phelps, recently appointed the 
city’s representative to a special com­ 
mittee to study conjunctive use of the 
Santa Ynez River system and 
groundwater basins. Estimated mileage 
cost to Santa Barbara is $11 per trip, 
with several meetings of the committee 
anticipated in the next three or four 
months. Meals and other out-of-pocket 
expenses related to attending the com­ 
mittee meetings also will be paid. 
— Approved a reduction of $20,000 in 
the fire station project and $3,000 in con­ 
tingencies in the Community Develop­ 
ment Block Grant program application 
because of a decrease from ¿42,000 to 
$219,000 in the second year appropria­ 
tion. It was pointed out that all entitle­ 
ment cities were affected by the reduc­ 
tion. 
— Accepted with regret the resigna­ 
tions of Grace D. Bell from the Library 
Board and Edward J. Diaz from the 
Water Commission. Mrs. Bell will be 
moving to the State of Washington after 
Feb. 1. Diaz will move to Paris where he 
has accepted a new position with his 
company. 


- Agreed to use its “good offices” in 
an effort to persuade the U.S. Geological 
survey to publish a salt balance study of 
water resources in the area. 
- Authorized either a staff member or 
a member of the Commission on Aging to 
represent the city at a public hearing to 
review a summation of information as­ 
sessing the needs of senior citizens in the 
county. The hearing will be held Friday 
from 2 to 4 p.m. in the supervisors’ 
chambers in the county building in Santa 
Barbara. 
- Agreed to appoint a Legislative 
Committee to review measures before 
the legislature that affect cities. The 
decision to form the committee came 
following a request from the League of 
California Cities that the council go on 
record as opposing Senate Bill 1294, 
which deals with compulsory and binding 
arbitration. Mayor Art Scott and Coun­ 
cilman E.C. Stevens did not feel the 
council had had sufficient time to study 
the proposal to enact a resolution of op­ 
position at last night’s meeting. Hie 
special committee would keep the coun­ 
cil apprised of such matters in the 
future. 
- Concurred with a request by Mayor 
Scott that City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers act in his behalf at the Northern 
California Power Agency meeting next 
week. 
- Excused City Attorney Alan 
Davidson from attending a candidates’ 
night this week so that he might attend a 
function of the United Fund, of which he 
has been elected president.

The County Planning Com­ 
mission now seems slated to 
receive the h e a v ily-documented 
Environmental Impact Report 
<FIR) at its Feb 4 session in 
Santa Barbara 
County Planning Director 
Britt Johnson said it is hoped 
the commission on that date 
will set a public hearing on the 
matter. 
Countv Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F Reynolds said 
Tuesdav the EIR has now been 
certified by his office, following 
revisions to the draft EIR made 
necessary from input and new 
information received at a 
public hearing on the proposal 
in Solvang by the Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality. 
Affected by the rezoning 
proposal, which was initiated 
by the Board of Supervisors and 
worked on for over a year by 
the Santa Ynez Valley General 
Plan Advisory Committee, are 
some 479.000 acres of land ex­ 
tending from Buellton east to 
the Santa Barbara-Ventura 
County line, between Figueroa 
Mountain and West Camino 
Cielo 
The report shows that nearly 
285.000 acres lying within the 
Los Padres National Forest 
would be rezoned from 20 to 100 
acre agricultural Tlie remain­ 
ing 194.000 acres is in the upper 
Santa Ynez Valley and the 
proposal is to rezone from five 
acre to 40-acre agricultural and 
from 20 acre up to 100-acre 
agricultural.

valley’s agricultural lands to be 
protected from greater density 
use. it is shown. 
Environm ental Specialist 
Cindy Sage, of the County Of­ 
fice of Environmental Quality, 
who has worked with the 
project for many months, said 
"agricultural zoning will bring 
no dollar decline to the valley, 
as agriculture has always paid 
its own way.” 
She said the study brings out 
the finding that "agriculture is 
a most compatible base with 
tourism , for the valley ... 
visitors come to the valley to 
tour the country roads and 
scenic highways and small 
towns as well as visit Solvang.”

Council clears way for building 
125 apartment units; 14 homes 


Lompoc City Council cleared 
the way last night for the con­ 
struction of 125 apartment units 
and 14 single family residences 
in the western part of the city. 
Following public hearings on 
two rezoning matters, the coun­ 
cil gave first readings to or­ 
dinances to grant a change 
from existing medium and high 
density residential to PD (plan­ 
ned development) medium den­ 
sity residential for Michael 
Towbes, Inc.. which plans to 
construct the 125 apartment un­ 
its at Ocean Ave. and U Street, 
and from PD medium density 
residential to PD single family 
residential for Paul Miller, who 
plans the 14 homes on 2.34 acres 
between W and X Streets and 
Walnut and Ocean Way. 
The apartment project, to be 
called Oceanwood Apartments.

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actually calls for fewer apart­ 
ments than the property was 
zoned for previously. Maximum 
developm ent would have 
allowed 155 units. 
The Community Develop­ 
ment Department staff was of 
the opinion that the deviation 
from the allowed density would 
permit the best functional and 
aesthetic use of the property. 
The overall development meets 
or exceeds the city’s require­ 
ments, the staff observed. 
Mrs. Helen Gehrts appeared 
in opposition to the project, 
presenting the council with the 
signatures of 128 to 137 property 
owners on a petition that 
declared the project to be “in­ 
compatible" with the present 
residential area and urging 
single-fam ily zoning. Mrs. 
Gehrts also claimed that the 
impact on parking, noise levels 
and tra ffic would be un­ 
favorable and complained that 
there had been insufficient 
notice given in advance of the 
proposed project. 
Alberta Morgan also spoke in 
opposition, claiming the ad­ 
ditional water usage from the 
project would have a detrimen­ 
tal effect on the city’s supplies. 
The council observed that all 
of the factors mentioned by the 
opponents had been taken into 
consideration by the staff which 
found no adverse effects would 
resu lt from the proposed 
project. It was reiterated that 
the changes allowed by rezon­ 
ing actually would reduce the 
density permitted under the 
present legal use of the land. 
B esid es the d e v e lo p e r, 
Michael Towbes. a resident of 
the area and Realtor Harley 
Craig spoke in favor of the 
project. 


Mike Kaufman, assistant to 
the community development 
director, called the property 
strip a "problem area” which 
did not lend itself to single 
family residence development 
and that the apartment project 
made the best use of a difficult- 
to-develop area. 
The council approved a 


recommendation by the plann­ 
ing commission to introduce an 
ordinance approving the rezon­ 
ing. subject to several stipula­ 
tions to which the developer has 
agreed. C ouncilm an E.C. 
Stevens asked for staff to give 
particular attention to adequate 
screening of an area set aside 
for the storage of recreational 
vehicles. 


The single family develop­ 
ment project permits interior 
lots to be 2.5 feet narrower than 
the 65-foot minimum and cor­ 
ner lots to be 2 feet narrower 
than the minimum 70 feet. 


The lot sizes are dictated by 
previous street design and are 
similar to lots to the west, 
which received approval of size 
deviation from the planning 
commission. 


The council action found that 
the rezoning is consistent with 
the general plan for the city and 
that it will have no significant 
environmental impact on the 
surrounding area. 


A third public hearing at 
Tuesday’s council meeting, to 
vacate and abandon F irst 
Street between Ocean and 
Cypress avenues except for a 
permanent utility easement, 
was continued until the city ob­ 
tains the recommended ease­ 
ment. 


The council also set Feb. 3 as 
the date for two other public 
hearings, one to consider an or­ 
dinance regulating the keeping 
and maintaining of certain 
animals within the city and an 
ordinance amending the com­

Wahlcrs, Public Works Direc­ 
tor Barry Gustafson, Com­ 
munity Development Director 
Jack Lam and Bob Livingston, 
a ssista n t to the city ad­ 
ministrator, to work with the 
committee. 


Scott said he would be 
meeting with the committee, 
which initially will review the 
senior citizen com m unity 
center, city hall and fire station 
requirements, the alternatives 
available for meeting these 
building needs and methods of 
financing. 


The decision to name the 
committee arose following the 
allocation last month of $100,000 
from Community Development 
Block Grant funds for a senior 
citizen center, bringing to 
$200.000 the total appropriation 
to this project. 


Scott said the first meeting of 
th e c o m m i t t e e will be 
scheduled next week. 


“ Following the initial com­ 
mittee report, we may wish to 
consider appointing subcom­ 
mittees for more detailed study 
of specific building and financ­ 
ing alternatives.” Scott said. 


He suggested that when the 
study reaches that stage, one 
member of the city council be 
assigned to each subcommittee. 


The instruction of the council 
at the time of the authorization 
of the committee last month 
was that it make its report by 
April of this year.

to walkout 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Strikhig q)ecialisU called on 
general practitioners to join the 
21-day-old doctors’ walkout this 
week to increase pressure on 
the sUte government. 
Dr. Layman Holloman, a 
spokesman for some strike 
organizers, called on “primary 
care physicians to sUy out of 
their offices Thursday and Fri­ 
day of this week. 
“Most of them are supporting 
the protest in many ways and 
this is a call for intensification 
of the slowdown,” he said. 
There was no immediate in­ 
dication how many of the 
general practitioners would 
respond. 
The most miliUnt physicians 
to date have been specialists 
such as obstetricians, inter- 
nisU, orthopedic and other sur­ 
geons who do mudi of their 
w(Nt in hospitals. About 40 per­ 
cent of the 12,000 doctors in Los 
Angeles county, where the 
strike has been centered, are 
primary care physicians, or 
general practitioners, who 
mostly see patients in their of­ 
fices. 
Closure of many private of­ 
fices would throw an even 
greater burden on the county’s 
11 overloaded public hospitals. 
’The strike has severely cut 
back elective surgery and other 
non-emergency treatment at 
101 of the 234 private hospitals.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gressional sources say the ad­ 
m inistration wants White 
House authority to bar publica­ 
tion of secret material, and 
punish — possibly even expel — 
committee m«nbers who di­ 
vulge classified information. 
Sanctions sought against con­ 
gressmen leaking secret docu­ 
ments range from fines to ex­ 
pulsion from committees or 
even expulsion from Congress, 
the sources said. 
They said the administration 
also wants Senate and House in­ 
telligence committees to omit 
all secret material about covert 
intelligence operations from 
the forthcoming final reports on 
their investigations. 
The administration apparent­ 
ly is seeking legislation similar 
to the British official sem ts 
act, under which the British 
government can bar publication 
of specific material, they said. 
All the proposals have met 
strong reristaiK% from mem­ 
bers of both the House and 
Senate committees, the sources 
said. Senate committee chair­ 
man Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
strongly opposes any such plan 
and has expressed the belief 
Congress would not accept it. 
'The Administration proposals 
come as both the Senate and 
House committees wound up 
year-long investigations and 
began preparing the reports 
and recwnmendations aimed at 
curbing abuses of the U.S. in­ 
telligence community.

In still another development, 
some staff workers of the 
board, who are sriieduled for 
layoffs Feb 6. volunteered to 
continue supervising secret- 
ballot union elections without 
pay. 
The volunteers included em­ 
ployes in the important office in 
El Centro, which is overseeing 
the current harvest and union

Strong quake 


recorded in 


Pacific Ocean 


TOKYO (UPI) - A strong 
earthquake was recorded today 
in the Pacific Ocean east of 
Japan’s northernmost island of 
H(Akaido, causing authorities 
to issue a short-lived tidal wave 
warning. 
The quake, with a magnitude 
of 7 on the open-ended Richter 
scale, was felt in weak tremors 
«1 Hokkaido but there was no 
damage or casualties, the 
Meteorological Agency said. 
The agency had issued a tidal 
wave warning along the is­ 
land’s Pacific coast but lifted it 
about an hour and a half after 
the quake was recorded at 5:06 
a.m. EST. 
It said the center of the quake 
was in the Pacific about 180 
m ile s e a s t of N em uro, 
southeastern Hokkaido. 
“It had a magnitude of about 
seven but since the quake oc­ 
curred in the ocean far from 
Hokkaido it did not cause any 
damage or casualties,” an 
agency spokesman said. “The 
Tsunami (tidal wave) warning 
was also lifted” 
'The quake registered an in­ 
tensity of 2 on the Japanese 
scale of 7 at Hiroo, Nemuro and 
Urakawa and 1 at Abashiri, 
Kushiro, Mororan and Ha- 
chinohe. the spokesman said. 
The U.S. Geological Survey 
National Earthquake Informa­ 
tion Service said a major 
earthquake occurred today in 
the Kurile Islands about 700 
miles northeast of Tokyo in a 
sparsely populated area and no 
damage was expected. 
(The service said the quake, 
recorded at 2:05 a.m. PST, was 
computed at 7 on the open-end 
Richter scale).

begin arms confab 


ROME (UPI) - Italy stopped 
all foreign exchange trading to­ 
day to stem an outflow of 
dollars that threatens the 
Italian lira during a period of 
government crisis. 
Caretaker Prem ier Aldo 
Moro ordered the move after an 
early morning emergency 
meeting of finance officials. 
Moro said in a sUtement that 
repayment of International 
loans and removal of import 
restrictions had eroded the 
nation’s suf^ly of dollars. 
In addition, government 
sources said Italy spent more 
than half a billion dollars, about 
half of its free reserves, to sup­ 
port the lira in the first 20 days 
of January. 
“For these reasons, pending 
a thorough examination of the 
situation, the temporary clos­ 
ing of the market was con­ 
sidered preferable to the con­ 
tinuation of intervention that 
could have absorbed reserves 
m eant to insure security 


margins for the revival of 
production," Moro said. 
Treasury Minister Emilio 
Colombo told reporters the 
market would remain closed 
until the monetary situation 
permitted new measures. 
“ At this moment no one 
knows anything, but we hope 
that the suspension will be a 
brief one,” a spokesman for the 
Milan exchange said. 
The dollar closed Tuesday on 
the Milan exchange, Italy’s 
major market, at 688.75 lire. Its 
worst performance since Sept. 
JW when it reached 699.25 lire. 
Black market dealers paid 730 
lire for a dollar. 
“The most recent develop­ 
ment shows an intensified 
progression of the speculative 
movement which in the last 
days has assumed unacceptable 
dimensions.” Moro said. 
The closing found Italy 
without a government. Moro’s 
Christian Democrat-Republic­ 
an coalition collapsed Jan. 7. 


LUSAKA. Zambia (UPI) - 
Soviet-backed forces claimed 
today to have captured the key 
supply town of Cela in a major 
offensive they said had opened 
up the road to Angola’s 
southern capital of Huambo. 
Spokesmen for Western- 
backed forces said the attack 
against Cela had been crushed 
short of its goal. 
As the military situation 
deteriorated. Jonas Savimbi, 
lead e r of the W estern- 
supported Natimal Union for 
the Total Independence of 
Angola, flew to Kinshasa, 
Zaire, for discussions with 
President Mobutu Sese Seko 
and his Angolan coalition 
partner. Holden Roberto of the 
FNLA movement. 
In a broadcast by official 
Luanda Radio, the Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola said its Cuban-led 
troops broke through the 
southern front established by 
UNITA and captured the impor­ 
tant supply town of Cela along 
with nearby Santa Comba. 
Spokesmen for the two 
Western-backed forces admit­ 
ted bitter fighting had raged 
around Cela — used by South 
African troops as a supply base 
— for many days but said the 
Cuban-led attack had been 
crushed with heavy losses for 
the Marxist forces. 


MOSCOW (UPI) - SecreUry 
of State Henry Kissinger 
started new arms curb talks 
with Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev today and u r ^ tl^e 
Soviet Union to exercise re­ 
straint in An^la. 
“We believe that the princi­ 
ples of restraint, and respect 
for each other’s interests, and 
the understandings concerning 
the avoidance of crisis situa­ 
tions and the acquisition of un­ 
ilateral advantage, remain at 
the core of the search for a 
stable world order," Kissinger 
said at a lunches in his honor 
given by Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko. 
Kissinger did not mention 
Angola by name in his prepared 
remarks, but U.S. officials said 
he was alludii^ to Angola, as 
well as to the tense situation in 
Lebanon and the Middle East, 
in his toast to the Soviet foreign 
minister. 
Arriving at the government 
reception house, Kissinger was 
asked by newsmen if he had dis­ 
cussed Angola in the m ining 
meeting with Brezhnev. He 
replied curtly: 
“It was mentioned." 
But the primary focus of the 
morning meeting was on break­ 
ing the deadlock in the strategic 
arms limitation talks —SALT. 
State Department spokesman 
Robert L. Funseth issued a 


statement after the morning 
discussions; 
“An exchange of views took 
place on general views. Discus­ 
sions began pertaining to the 
preparation of a new agree­ 
ment on strategic arms." 
Gromyko, asked for his com­ 
ments on the morning meeting, 
replied only “It Is just the 
beginning of the beginning.” 
Kissinger was meeting again 
this afternoon for a second 
round of discussions with h i^ 
Soviet officials. 
U.S. officials said discussions 
on new limitations on strategic 
armaments were proceeding 
from the U.S. proposals which 
Kissinger forwarded to Soviet 
Ambassador Anatoly F. Dobry­ 
nin last Wednesday. The of­ 
ficials said if {NTOgress is made, 
they expect the Soviet Politburo 
to convene quietly during Kis­ 
singer’s meeting to take impor- 
tant decisions on a com­ 
promise. 
Kissinger, in his luncheon 
toast, stressed the need for both 
the United States and Soviet 
Union to give new impetus to 
their continuing dialogue and to 
the agreement-in-principle on 
limiting offensive nuclear 
weapons whidi President Ford 
reached with Brezhnev in 
Vladivostok in November, 1974. 
“On the success of this effort 
depends the fulfillment of the 


commitment we have both mde 
before the whole world that we 
will achieve not only the limita­ 
tion but the actual reduction of 
the levels of strategic offensive 
arms” 
Kissinger added this somber 
warning: 
“Each of us, Mr. Foreign 
Minister, must, if we fail, 
answer to his own people, to the 
world at large and to histop^ the 
question: did this or that 
specific, possibly quite 
technical issue, justify the 
failure or prolonged delay of 
the total effort? 
“Did we do everything In our 
power to spare mankind the 
burdens and risks of a nuclear 
war?"

British ships 


leave Icelandic 


'cod war' 


REYKJAVIK. Iceland (UPI) 
— British warships steamed out 
of Icelandic waters today under 
a truce in the long-running "cod 
war." But Icelandic officials 
say their tiny coast guard may 
continue cutting the nets of 
British trawlers anyway. 
Three Royal Navy frigates 
took up positions outside 
Iceland's 200-mile territorial 
sea limits today shortly after 
midnight, according to the 
British Defense Ministry. 
Reconnaissance jets ended 
their flights over the disputed 
fishing grounds Tuesday. 
British spokesmen said they 
expect Iceland to stop harass­ 
ing their fishing fleet as part of 
a bargain reached between 
Icelandic Premier Geir Hall- 
grimsson and British Foreign 
Secretary James Callaghan 
Monday night. 
Under the terms of the truce, 
Britain agreed to remove its 
warships and jets and Iceland 
agreed not to cut the nets of 
British fishing fleets. 
But Tuesday. Hallgrimsson 
warned: "Of course, we will 
keep on protecting our fishing 
limit.” 
And Justice Minister Olafur 
Johanneson. who commands 
the island nations seven- 
gunboat coast guard, said: 
"They will follow Icelandic law 
as before and keep to their duty 
on the fishing grounds.” 
A British spokesman, howe­ 
ver, said he did not expect any 
new incidents.

Supersonic air travel launched 
with mighty roar of Concordes 


LONDON (U PI) - Two 
Anglo-French Concorde 
jetliners took off from air­ 
ports in Paris and London to­ 
day. inaugurating the age of 
supersonic air travel with a 
mighty roar. 
At precisely 11:40 a.m. 
(6:40 EST), the droopy- 
nosed birds lifted off 
simultaneously from Lon­ 
don’s Heathrow and Paris’s 
Charles de Gaulle airports 
bound for Bahrain and Rio 
de Janeiro on their cham­ 
pagne maiden flights. 
When they land. British 
Trade Secretary Peter Shore 
said, "the world will be only 
half the size it was this mor­ 
ning " 
For the first time, it 
became possible for com­ 
mercial airline passengers 


flying westward to arrive 
earlier than their departure 
time. 
After 14 years of develop­ 
ment and a joint French- 
British investment of |3 
billion, British Airways and 
Air France proclaimed "the 
day of glory has arrived.” 
Each of the jets - gangl­ 
ing slump-nosed creatures 
on the ground but sleek as 
arrows in flight — carried 
12-member crews and 100 
passengers. 
British Airways Capt. 
Norman Todd and Air 
France Commandant Pierre 
Dudal. linked by radio 
communications, began 
their takeoff runs at precise­ 
ly the same time. 
Passengers on the flights 
will sip vintage wine, munch 


gourmet meals and get their 
pillows fluffed by specially 
trained cabin staff while the 
Concorde cruises 10 miles 
above the earth at twice the 
speed of sound. 
The VIP treatment may 
make up for the narrow two- 
abreast seats and the 
screech of air slipping past 
the pencil shaped aircraft. 
Hundreds of spectators 
jammed the terminals at the 
two airports along with of­ 
ficials and newsmen to plug 
their ears and watch the 
takeoffs, carried live on 
French television. 
The Air France arrival in 
Rio was to be beamed by 
satellite to five continents — 
part of the flashy and costly 
publicity campaign designed 
to sell Concorde to skeptics. 


Economists generally encouraged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
spite a decline in the real Gross 
National Product for the second 
consecutive year, government 
economists are generally en­ 
couraged by a 5.4 per cent rise 
in the nation's output during the 
fourth quarter. 
"Although it might be 
moderate, economic recovery 
is under way,” said Assistant 
Commerce Secretary James L 
Pate. "There is no indication of 
faltering in the economic 
recovery. It is a steady and 
sustainable recovery." 
The GNP rose 5 4 per cent in 
the fourth quarter — from $1.20 
trillion in the third quarter to 


$1 22 trillion in the final three 
months, at an annual rate. 


The real GNP - the nation’s 
output of goods and services 
stripped of inflation — fell 2 per 
cent in 1975, from $1.21 trillion 
in 1974 to $1.19 trillion last year. 


This marked the second year­ 
ly decrease and the largest 
decline since 1946, when it fell 
12 per cent, the department 
said 


But Pate and other govern­ 
ment economists were undaunt­ 
ed in their predictions the worst 
is past and the nation is well on 
the way to a full economic 
recovery. 
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Ford asks $10.4 billion 
for new fuel industries

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Armed at last with an energy 
policy law. President Ford to­ 
day proposed a record $10.4 
billion effort to speed the birth 
of new fuel industries and 
develop untapped power 
sources for an energy-short na­ 
tion. 
Ford's energy spending plan 
for fiscal 1977 was 30 per cent 
above this year’s $7.9 billion 
budget It included major in­ 
creases for solar and geother­ 
mal power development, con­ 
servation, nuclear waste dis­ 
posal research and synthetic 
fuel production. 
Taxpayers would have to foot 
the bill for $6 billion of Ford’s 
total request. The budget 
showed the balance would be 
paid by a $4 4 billion return to 
federal coffers from offshore 
lease sales and royalties, reac­ 
tor fuel sales and the sale of 
electricity by federal power 
generating agencies. 
The taxpayers’ share of the 
present energy budget was $4.6 
billion 
“ Assuring our nation’s needs 
for energy must be among our 
highest priorities,’’ Ford told 
Congress He put energy on a 
par with defense programs that 
he said must expand despite an 
overall effort to reduce the 
growth of federal spending. 
Federal Energy Administra­ 
tor Frank Zarb predicted Ford 
will have no serious trouble 
winning passage of the new 
budget, although there may be 
sharp debate over synthetic 
fuel and nuclear energy propo­ 
sals. 
Administration officials said 
congressional and administra­ 
tive actions already have put 
the United States 80 per cent of 
the way toward its goal of 
ending reliance on the oil cartel 
by 1985 
But Zarb said the administra­ 
tion will be forced to scale down 
plans for having 200 new atomic 
power plants in operation by 
1985 because so many utilities 
last year dropped or delayed 
plans to build nuclear reactors. 


'Czar' for 


welfare may 


be plan 


W A SH IN G T O N (U P I) — 
Presglent Ford said today he is 
thinking of naming a “ welfare 
czar’’ to set uniform 50-state 
standards for the elderly, sick 
and poor to receive federal 
welfare, food and housing sub­ 
sidies. 
“ No specific decision has 
been made yet,” said Ford. He 
added that he also is thinking of 
asking Congress for authority 
to coordinate programs scat­ 
tered in three departments un­ 
der a central authority. 
“ It is conceivable that we 
will appoint a so-called welfare 
czar.” Ford said. 
In his fiscal 1977 budget sent 
to Congress today, Ford said 
“ the administration is propos­ 
ing a new approach to reform 
existing income assistance pro­ 
grams without massively re­ 
structuring programs all at 
once." 
The budget contained no 
details on how the reorganiza­ 
tion would be made, but Budget 
Director Jam es T. Lynn told 
reporters there would be no 
“ sweeping changes.” He said 
eligibility requirements would 
be standardized over a period of 
about seven or eight years. 
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Cutbacks proposed 
in spending by FBI 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford today proposed 
cutbacks both in FBI spending 
and in law enforcement grants 
to states and localities in the 
fiscal 1977 budget submitted to 
Congress 
The proposed FBI budget of 
$466 million represents a $15 
m illion cutback from the 
current fiscal year. The ad­ 
ministration cuts will force 
the agency to focus its in­ 
vestigations on fewer but more 
“ significant” crimes. 
FBI Director Clarence M. 
Kelley, in a recent speech in 
which he made no mention of a 
prospective budget cut, said the 
FBI was adopting a new in­ 
vestigative concept of “ quali­ 
ty” instead of "quantity.” 


The Law Enforcement Assist­ 
ance Administration, the effec­ 
tiveness of its aid programs 
frequently questioned, was as­ 
signed a $707.9 million budget - 
a cut of $102.7 million. 


Deputy Attorney General 
Harold R. Tyler Jr. said this 
“ reflects a more cautious ap­ 
proach to state and local as­ 
sistance programs at a time 
when their impact on crime and 
criminal justice problems must 
be reassessed.” 
But Ford’s publicized $50 
million proposal for getting 
more enforcement in high 
crime areas remains intact in 
the proposed LEAA budget. 
Overall proposed spending in 
the Justice Department would 
be slightly higher in the new 
budget. Some money cut from 
the FBI and LEAA will institute 
new prisons, expand U.S. at­ 
torney’s offices and beef up the 
Im m ig ratio n and 
N atu ­ 
ralization Service. 
An extra $6 million was ear­ 
marked for the Drug En­ 
forcement 
Administration, 
which was spurred by a recent 
D om estic Council “ white 
paper” to focus on high level 
conspiracy investigations. 
Unicameral measure 
moves to Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
measure establishing a unicam­ 
eral legislature to replace the 
current two-house body was ap­ 
proved and sent to the As­ 
sembly floor Tuesday by the 
Elections and Reapportionment 
Committee. 


The 7-2 vote marked the first 
time in recent history that such 
a proposal has won approval of 
a committee. In the past, 
similar proposals have been 
summarily killed by commit­ 
tees. 


Under the proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment (ACA6) by 
Assemblyman Tom Bane, D- 
Van Nuys, a 120-member 
Senate would be elected to suc­ 
ceed the current 80-member As­ 
sembly and 40-member Senate. 
All lawmakers would serve 
four-year staggered terms. 


Bane said the committee ap­ 
proval “ will allow the full dis­ 
cussion and consideration that 
this concept has so long 
deserved.” He said the legisla­ 
tion probably will be debated on 
the Assembly floor next week. 


Bane said his measure was 
designed to “ remove the power 
blocs from the legislature” by 
stripping the leaders of authori­ 
ty to name committee chair- 


men and members. 


Instead, the number of com­ 
mittee assignments per party 
would be assigned according to 
the party’s percentage control 
of the le g isla tu re . Each 
political caucus then would 
elect its committee members 
and chairmen by secret ballot. 


Bane »aid it also would 
“ move the legislature closer to 
the people" by providing for 
smaller legislative districts. 
For example, each Senate dis­ 
trict now encompasses about 
550.000 constituents. The dis­ 
tricts under Bane’s measure 
would contain 183,000 con­ 
stituents. 


Significantly, the two “ no” 
votes in the committee were 
cast by Democratic floor leader 
Howard Berman of Los Angeles 
and Chairman Jim Keysor, D- 
Sepulveda. indicating the meas­ 
ure faces tough sledding on the 
Assembly floor. 


Voting “yes” were Assembly­ 
men Richard Alatorre, D-Los 
Angeles; Bane; Jack Fenton, 
D-Montebello; Robert McLen­ 
nan, R-Downey; Bill Thomas, 
R-Bakersfield, and Curtis Tuck­ 
er, D-Inglewood. 


Papers report 
Nixon tax case 
may be probed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Internal Revenue Service has 
reopened a civil tax fraud in­ 
vestigation into Richard M. 
Nixon's 1969 tax return, the 
Washington Post and the New 
York Times reported today 
In a story by Bob Woodward, 
one of two reporters who gained 
fame through reporting the 
Watergate case, the Post noted 
the IRS had concluded in 1974 it 
did not have sufficient evidence 
to charge the former President 
with civil fraud. 
Now, the paper reported, in­ 
formed sources said the agency 
“ believes it can show that the 
former President had had 
knowledge of a backdated deed 
claiming an illegal deduction 
for his gift of papers to the 
government.” 
IRS officials would neither 
confirm nor deny the reports 
An official contacted late Tues­ 
day night noted the bureau 
almost never discusses tax 
returns or tax problems of in­ 
dividuals. 
“ In the case of the former 
President,” the official said, 
“ the only public statements we 
have made were in congression­ 
al committees when we dis­ 
cussed certain disclosures 
which we did not originate.” 


If fraud is proved against 
Nixon, the Post said, he would 
be forced to pay $222,121.45, 
which would include $148,080.97 
for a 1960 deficiency found by 
the IRS in 1974 plus a 50 per 
cent penalty for fraud of 
$74.040 48. 


Nixon could challenge a fraud 
assessment in court. 
In 1974, when the IRS ruled 
Nixon's vice presidential 
papers were not a legal claim 
against his taxes, Nixon paid 
the amount due for the 1970-72 
returns and said he also would 
pay the 1969 deficiency al­ 
though he was not required to 
do so. 
The Post said its sources 
reported he has not done so.

Higher Medicare costs in budget 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford today proposed 
to charge the elderly and dis­ 
abled under Medicare a net ad­ 
ditional $1.3 billion for their 
health care next year. 
Ford said in his budget he 
would propose legislation to 
protect persons aged 65 and 
older or disabled against the 
“ catastrophic” costs of major 
medical illnesses but require 
them to pay more out of pocket 
than they do now for hospital 
services and doctor bills 
Under this plan, none of a 
projected 25 million persons 
eligible for Medicare in 1977 
would pay more than $500 a 
year for hospital or nursing 


home care or $250 a year for 
doctor bills Savings to 3 million 
b e n e fic ia rie s from th is 
proposed protection would 
amount to $538 million. 
However, according to esti­ 
mates by the Social Security 
Administration, 
Medicare 
beneficiaries would be required 
by the Ford plan to pay $1.860 
billion more toward their initial 
hospital, nursing home and doc­ 
tor bill charges than they now 
Pay 
The difference of $1.312 
billion represents net additional 
costs to the aged and disabled 
under Medicare. 
Form er President Nixon 
proposed sim ilar Medicare 


cost sharing plans that were ig­ 
nored by Congress 
Medicare health insurance 
provides automatic hospital in­ 
surance coverage for persons 
aged 65 and older and for cer­ 
tain disabled persons Under 
the current hospital plan, a 
beneficiary pays the equivalent 
of the first day's hospital 
charges, now $104 After that, 
Medicare picks up the tab for 
the first 60 days Medicare and 
the patient share the cost after 
the 60th day. 
Under F ord's plan, the 
beneficiary would still pay the 
$104 but would also be responsi­ 
ble for 10 per cent of the ad­ 
ditional costs of hospitali­ 


zation. But the most a 
beneficiary could pay would be 
$500 
Government spokesmen gave 
these examples: for 10 days of 
hospital or skilled nursing home 
care, a recipient now pays $104 
but would pay $275 under Ford's 
proposal; for 60 days, now $104, 
proposed $500; 90 days, now 
$884. proposed $500.

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Opposition voiced to program 
allowing prisoner labor unions 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Op­ 
position from prison wardens 
has forced state corrections of­ 
ficials to seek a "different ap­ 
proach" to a plan that wouid 
allow convicts to join the 
equivalent of labor unions 
"The proposal has not met 
with an enthusiastic response 
from the wardens." Correc­ 
tions Director Jiro Enomoto 
said. "I think what we have 
learned is that we need more 
thinking on the subject " 
Enomoto. wardens and mem­ 
bers of the reform group 
Prisoners Union met in a closed 
meeting Tuesday to discuss the 
proposal, which also would give 
outside organizations a greater 
voice in disciplinary and policy 
discussions with prison ofhcials 
by signing up inmates as dues- 
fMying members 
Phil Guthrie, an assistant to 
Enomoto said: "The consensus 
is that we will have to take a 
different approach." He de­ 
clined to elaborate furüier say­ 
ing the plan was "just for dis- 


cussion anyway." 
The proposal was drafted by 
staffers of the department in 
conjunction with the Prisoners 
Union, an outside-the-walls 
prison group. 
Basically, it would formalize 
in specific ground rules infor­ 
mal "meet and confer" proce­ 
dures in existence for years, 
Guthrie said, stressing that ad­ 
ministrators of the prisons still 
would have the final word in 
how their institutions were run. 
Prisoners Union president 
Willie Holder of San Francisco 
called the meeting "monumen­ 
tal" but said It was clear there 
would have to be "more sitting 
down at the drawing board" 
before any proposal could be 
agreed on. 
While prison administrators 
refused public comment on the 
proposal. Guthrie said "nearly 
alt the wardens have some 
reservations about it." 
"A big concern was that the 
organizations would be 
infiltrated or taken over by

The California Correctional 
Officers Association, an organi- 
zatiwi of prison guards, earlier 
came out strongly against the 
proposal, threatening a strike if 
it was adopted. 
Arnold Thompson, president 
of the association and a guard 
at San Quentin, said the plan 
ran "against the intent of the 
people when they passed laws 
to regulate priswis." 
Thompson, who was refused 
peimission to attend the mee­ 
ting. said such prison gangs as 
the Aryan Brotherhood and the 
Black Guerrilla Family could 
use parts of the scheme to gain 
strength. "It's not hard for 
groups like that to sign up a 
thousand members if they want 
to." 
He said if the plan in its latest

Technique 
aids blood 
blockage 


TUCSON. Ariz. (U PI) - A 
study has strongly suggested a 
major disease that blocks blood 
vessels and causes nearly 
1,000.000 deaths a year is rever­ 
sible, according to a Los 
Angeles physician. 


It is the first time such 
clinical evidence has been 
found, althou^ physicans have 
believed such things as exer­ 
cise, diet, drugs and reduced 
smoking could lessen the 
danger frcmi the disease, called 
atherosclerosis. 


Dr. David H. Blankenhom of 
the University of Southern 
California said a new technique 
for measuring the amount of fat 
buildup In blood vessels showed 
the disease regressed in one 
year in nine of the 40 patients in 
a study group. 
"We have now studied more 
than 100 men and have learned 
that for some of them a one- 
year program of weight loss 
and exercise reduced vessel 
crustations (buildup of fat 
which blocks the blood flow)," 
Blankenhom said. ‘"nTls is im­ 
portant because It points Hie 
way to preventive maintenance 
treatments for atherosclerosis 
which can be applied and 
evaluated for each individual’s 
response before heart attack or 
stroke occurs” 
The annual clwck on the other 
60 patients from the study has 
not been completed, he added. 
In the group check, the disease 
worsened in 14 and there was no 
change in the other 17. Without 
treatment, the disease likely 
would have increased in nearly 
all. he suggested. 


Blankenhom told the Ameri­ 
can Heart Association Science 
Writers Forum Tuesday the ex­ 
act cause of the reversal of the 
disease in the nine patients was 
not known.

Patricia Hearst returns to a 
pretrial hearing today after 
another examination by a 
prosecution psychiatrist she 
claims had previously sent her 
into hysterics. 


Dr. Harry Kozol of Boston in­ 
terviewed Miss hearst on Tues­ 
day for the second time. This 
time Miss Hearst Was licdbrii-V 
panied by her personal psy­ 
chiatrist.

Carter warms up for Wallace challenge 


WASHINGTON (U P I) ~ 
When Jimmy Carter announced 
he was going to run for presi­ 
dent, some northern Democrats 
reflected that the Georgian 
might be just the man to con­ 
front Geor^ Wallace in the 
South. 
Carter hasn’t done that yet, 
iHit he warmed up for it Monday 
by whipping Birch Bayh. Fred 
Harris, Morris Udall and 
Sargent Shriver in the North. 
His victory in the Iowa 
precinct caucuses, far from 
conclusive in the long race yet 
to be run for the 1976 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation, has transformed the 
former governor from an in­ 
teresting but untried regional 
aspirant into a plausible nation­ 
al candidate. 
Carter faces the same cast of 
northern and western Demo- 


cratic candidates in New 
Hampshire Feb 24 and Massa­ 
chusetts March 2 To stay alive 
in the still overcrowded Demo­ 
cratic race, he must make a 
respectable showing in those 
first primaries, but his real test 
comes March 9 in Florida. 
That is Carter’s trial by fire. 
Althouf^ Florida has an "All 
Star" primary that puts all can­ 
didates (N1 the ballot, most of 
the other Democrats are leav­ 
ing the campaign there to 
Carter and the Alabama gover­ 
nor. 
That Wallace takes the con­ 
frontation seriously was 
demonstrated when he junked 
plans for a Florida campaign 
based mostly on television 
advertising in favor of exten­ 
sive personal appearances. 
Wallace blew a whole bag of 
Yankee Democrats out of the 


water in the 1972 Florida 
primary While he is making his 
first real campaign effort this 
year in Massachusetts, he has 
discounted that state in ad­ 
vance as a hotbed of liberals 
who probably won’t cotton to 
his style But Wallace knows he 
can’t badmouth Florida — he 
has to win there. 
Carter probably doesn’t have 
to beat Wallace in Florida to re­ 
tain the legitimacy he began 
building wiUi his 27 per cent 
Iowa showing. 
It is far too early to put 
Carter into the role of frontrun- 
ner for the Democratic 


presidential nomination, but If 
he can follow up Iowa with a 
victory or something approach­ 
ing it in Florida, he certainly 
will be out of the pack and mov- 
ing up

NEW YORK (UPI) — Prediction: Andy Messersmith and 
Dave McNally will make it two in a row after which 
Messersmith. free as a bird and able to go with any club in 
the world he wishes, will sign with., are you ready?., the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 
Messersmith and McNally both beat baseball at the ar­ 
bitration table and with the growing judicial tendency to­ 
ward ruling for the individual and not the corporate struc­ 
ture. you don’t have to be a trial lawyer to know they have a 
good chance of winning again in court. That’s where the 
owners have gone now to find out whether arbitrator Peter 
Seitz had the authority to make them free agents in the first 
place. 
McNally has had arm trouble the past few years and 
retired from baseball before the middle of last summer. 
There will be no rush for his services if the court certifies 
him a free agent 


With Messersmith. it’ll be different. 
In a sense, he’ll be this year’s Catfish Hunter because 
there aren’t too many better pitchers than him around. He 
won 19 games last season with a 2.29 earned run average that 
was better than Cy Young winner Tom Seaver’s. 
Naturally, any club in the majors would welcome Andy 
Messersmith and fall all over itself getting him only I don’t 


think it s going to happen that way this time. 
There aren’t going to be any owner-led expeditions to Mes- 
sersmith’s home, offering him millions for his signature. Not 
that Messersmith is so much less desirable than Catfish 
Hunter, it’s only that the owners have grown somewhat 
smarter, which only goes to show there’s hope for anybody. 
First thing that comes to your mind, I suppose, is a 
"gentlemen’s agreement” where the clubs agree not to sign 
Messersmith, and Marvin Miller charges conspiracy. I don’t 
think there’s any need for such an agreement. Not with the 
natural reluctance I find building up among the owners to 
sign Messersmith, good a pitcher as he is. 
Say, for example, Charlie Finley signs Messersmith, what 
happens next? Next year the Dodgers go out and grab Rollie 
Fingers, Joe Rudi, and Vida Blue. Maybe Campy Cam- 
paneris, too.

State of the Union 


The law of our land requires 
that the President of our land 
report “at regular times” on 
the state of our union. Presi­ 
dent Gerald Ford did just that 
Monday night. 
His assessment of the state 
of the union concluded with the 
fact that we must return to a 
position of “common sense” 
and establish a “new realisrn” 
to ease our personal financial 
burdens and battle for tight 
reins on government spending. 
He calls for a “ new 
balance” between individuals 
and government, between 
federal and state governments 
and between defense spending 
and d o m e s t i c purpose 
spending. 
Worthy goals? Definitely. 
Realistic? Perhaps. 
We certainly will not dis­ 
agree with the President’s 


conclusion that government 
cannot create enough jobs to 
stabilize our economy. The 
economy’s stabilization is go­ 
ing to be realized only when 
government can create the 
conditions and incentives for 
private business and industry 
to create more jobs. 
In fact there is very little 
disagreement to be found in 
the President’s assessment 
and his proposed programs to 
realize his “new balance.” 
However, his speech strong­ 
ly challenged the Democrat- 
controlled Congress in this 
election year. And we are cer­ 
tain that such a challenge will 
not go unheeded. We can 
readily expect, as much as we 
agree with the President’s as­ 
sessment, that strong lines 
have been drawn out for long 
months of debate and, in the 
end, very little action.

Assassination and the CIA 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 


Colson: The 
Watergate years 


WASHINGTON - The first member of 
Richard Nixon’s tight inner circle to 
reach print. Charles “Chuck” O)lson, 
has described what it was like inside the 
oval office during the Watergate years. 
He has completed a compelling book 
called “Bom Again,” which is loaded 
with inside stories about Nixon, Spiro 
Agnew, Henry Kis­ 
singer, and other 
headline figures from 
the incredible Nixon 
era. We have olXained 
a bootleg copy of the 
book, which hasn’t yet 
hit the bookstands. 
Colson portrays Nix­ 
on as a shy, haunted 
man who got down on 
his knees at night to 
pray, yet a vicious, 
vindictive man who 
was eager to stomp on 
his enemies. Colson also traces his own 
astonishing transformation from a 
ruthless political hatchet man to a 
zealous Christian. 
Here are a few of the book’s most 
startling revelations: 
— As the specter of impeachment 
began to haunt Nixon, he became 
paranoid and suspected a conspiracy 
against him. He feared the special 
prosecutors were wiretapping the White 
House. He even came to believe his oim 
aides and secretaries might be conspir­ 
ing to bug him. 
Once he took Colson to the Lincoln sit­ 
ting room on the second floor of the 
White House to thwart the suspected 
eavesdroppers. “The problem, Chuck,” 
he confided, “is that I don’t think I can 
trust anybody. Not even the 
secretaries” 
The thought so preyed on Nixon that he 
called Colson at 11:30 that night. “Let 
me ask you one more time...” the Presi­ 
dent pleaded, “do you have some infor­ 
mation (about the White House being 
bugged) that you didn’t tell nne?” 
It turned out, ironically, that Nixon 
bugged himself and provided the 
prosecutors with the damning 
transcripts that brou^t his own down­ 
fall. But the President blamed his major 
domo, H R. “Bob” Haldeman, for this. 
Speaking to Colson later about the White 
House recording system, Nixon said: 
“They were all Haldeman’s idea. Stupid, 
just stupid. I told Bob twice to have the 
system removed, but you know Bob. I 
forgot all about them.” 
— The beleaguered Nixon once told 
Colson he had considered becoming a 
Roman Catholic. But he added: “If I con­ 
verted, everyone would say it was some 
political gimmick — Tricky Dick making 
a pitch for the Catholic vote.” 
But Nixon told Colson earnestly: “You 
know, Chuck, I get on my knees every 
night and just pray to God.’’ When 
Colson spoke to then Senator Harold 
Hughes. D-Iowa. the Senator asked 
Colson to invite Nixon to join them in 
their prayer circle. But Nixon, partly out 
of shyness, declined. 
- After Colson had served seven 
months in prison, he had a trauma in his 
family. Senator Hughes, Rep. A1 Quie, R- 
Minn., and two other prayer group 
members offered to serve out Colson’s 
term under an antiquated statute. 


Quie was ready to go to the White 
House with the substitution plan when 
Colson was unexpectedly released by 
Judge Gerhard Gesell. 
~ The ugly side of Nixon’s nature 
shoed itself on the presidential yacht 
Sequoia one balmy spring night. The 
President’s sUff began to Ulk about his 
enemies. 
“One day we will get them.” he vowed, 
“we’ll get them on the ground where we 
want them. And we’ll stick our heels in, 
step on them hard and twist — right. 
Chuck, right?” 
Listening solemnly to this Presidential 
diatribe were Kissinger, Haldeman, and 
John Ehrlichman. Only Ehrlichman 
looked away in apparent diasgreement, 
Colson reports. 
— This vengeful side of Nixon came 
out again when Daniel Ellsberg leaked 
the PenUgon Papers. “I want him ex- 
p<»ed. Chuck,” said Nixon. “I don’t care 
how you do i t ... do yai understand me? 
'That’s an order.” Colson eagerly worked 
to discredit Ellsberg. 
— Perhaps the most important news 
story in the book is Colson’s confirma­ 
tion that Nixon planned to pardon every 
one of his aides caught in the Watergate 
web. 
Colson recalls he was helping Nixon 
with his coat one day when the Presi­ 
dent, obviously referring to his embat­ 
tled aides, promised: “There’ll come a 
time when we wipe the slate clean. Not 
yet but it will come.” 
Instead, only Nixon wound up with a 
pardon. 
— Another promise that Nixon was un­ 
able to keep, according to Colson, was 
given to ex-Treasury Secretary John 
Connally when he switched to the 
Republican party. Nixon offered to sup­ 
port him for President. Nixon’s intention 
was, first, to replace Agnew with Con­ 
nally on the 1972 ticket, then to back Con­ 
nally for the 1976 presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
But Agnew had too strong a following 
to be dislodged in 1972. And by the time 
Agnew was forced out a year later, Con­ 
nally was under investigation in the 
famous milk bribery case. 
As tl» noose listened on Agnew in 
1973, his aides sought to engineer im­ 
peachment actions against him in the 
House. The strategy was to short-circuit 
and possibly avert criminal prosecution. 
But Nixon undercut his own Vice Presi­ 
dent telling Colson: “Both Jerry Ford 
(then House Republican leader) and Carl 
Albert (House Speaker) are in line. 'They 
will oppose any impeachment 
resolution.” C(^son had to tell Agnew 
that the President had scuttled him. 
— A section of the Watergate tapes, 
' which apparently hasn’t appeared until 
now, is quoted by Colson. He is on the 
record a few days after the Watergate 
break-in urging Nixon to have all the 
White House personnel testify freely. 
“This is once wlwn you’d like for peo­ 
ple to testify,” Colson contended. Nixon 
refused to heed his advice, and the 
Watergate coverup began. 
Footnote: We have made repeated 
calls to San Clemente for Nixon’s com­ 
ments. But he has offered no response. 


Have you noticed that although there is 
a great deal of Ulk about a new morality 
that issues from the arrival of a nuclear 
age, some of the conclusions one would 
expect from the accepUnce of that 
proposition are resisted? It is easy 
enou^ to find a politician or a poet who 
will tell you that War has become 
Unthinkable in a 
nuclear age; but 
almost impossible to 
find anyone who will 
suggest that from that 
propositiwi, it follows 
that any extra- 
conventional step 
necessary to prevent 
nuclear war is admis­ 
sible... 
The CIA is in 
general disrepute 
primarily because — 
or so the Senate report 
informs us — a division of the CIA 
recommended the assassination of two 
heads of sUte, Patrice Lumumba, and 
Fidel Castro. Concerning Lumumba, I 
cannot conceive of the reasoning behind 
the recommendation, and therefore tend 
to join the critics. Concerning Fidel 
Castro, one would think that cerUin 
points should be meditated. 
1. Except for the fact of the nuclear 
age, the United SUtes would cerUinly 
have declared war against Castro’s 
Cuba. 'The provocations far exceeded 
those that conventionally precede a 
declaration of war. Castro had Invited 
our principal enemy into his country, to 
arm that country with destructive 
weapons aimed at American population 
centers; Castro had confiscated the 
property of American citizens; Castro 
was sending out platoons of 
revolutionaries to disturb the peace of 
the continent; Castro had violated the 
Monroe Doctrine which was the basis of 
our hemispheric policy. 
2. But Congress did not declare war, 
any more than it did in Korea, or in Viet­ 
nam, and for much the same reason. War 
suggests the commitment of all your 
resources; and our resources, in a 
nuclear age, are sufficient to make the 
island of Cuba disappear from the face of 
the earth. 
3. Under the circumstances, that 
which is traditionally unthinkable arises 
as a possible alternative. If it becomes 
necessary to remove the threat posed by 
a single leader who has a handle on 
nuclear weapons, does one prefer the 
sniper, or a massive amphibious 
military operation? 
During the Japanese war we took great 
pride in tracking the airplane of Admiral 
Ymamoto, and Masting it out of the air. 
That was the equivalent of an assassina­ 
tion, of sorts; though he was not the 
leader. If we had been able to track the 


building in which Hitler squatted, we’d 
have gleefully sent a bomber zeroed in 
on those august coordinates. 
The ethical question becomes; is it 
hypothetically possible that the sniper 
can avoid a nuclear devastation? And the 
answer is not so much that, viewed in 
retrospect, such a situation didn’t obtain 
in Cuba in 1902 and 1903; but that ethical 
men might have considered that it ob­ 
tained; and might therefore, in good con­ 
science, have recommended the elimina­ 
tion of a sini^e individual. 
I have uied Uie image before, but it is 
enduringly useful because practically 
everybody agrees that General Amin is 
quite mad. Moreover, everyone agrees 
that the looming threat is of aUxn bombs 
in the hands of madmen: science is mak­ 
ing the atom bomb a bargain basement 
item. Most people agree that the 


fanatical opposition of Amin to Israel 
could bring him, if he had the necessary 
equipment, to load an atom bomb Into 
one of his wheezy airplanes and send it 
over to Israel witti instructions to drop it 
over Tel Aviv. Our QA finds out about it. 
Tipping off Israel is one thing; but Israel 
has no ABM system that Is proof against 
that kind of thing. 
Does the Israeli venrion of the CIA 
have the right to send a sniper down to 
Uganda? 
The point is that it is all much more 
difficult than we make it out to be in 
routine denunciations of assassination. 
MurtJer is a terrible instrument. And 
tyrannicide is, traditionally, held to be 
the exclusive prerogative of the in­ 
digenously oppressed. But, again« ^ 
logic of the nuclear age extends these old 
ethical boundaries, and there ii no point 
in keeping this from oursleves.

This year, after a good pruning last 
spring, the three lirge pyracantha 
shrubs expaliered against our back fence 
were extravagantly loaded with fat, 
bri^it red berries - truly a beautiful 
sight. After Bob’s column appeared I 
b^an watching thoae bushes like a 
hawk, ready to pounce on the first Wrd 1 
saw. Weeks went by, Christmas was 
about to arrive and I was anticipating be­ 
ing able to decorate my home with bowls 
of berries and sprays of redwood and 
laurel. No birds. 
One morning as we were having 
breakfast, between mouthfuls of egg and 
toast, a swarm of twittering birds 
descended on my bushes. 1 let out a yelp, 
upset my chair, mumbled something un­ 
intelligible and dashed (or the patio.

No amount of screaming, wav­ 
ing of arms and dashing about did a thing 
to discourage those winged devils. They 
just flew off for a minute or two and 
returned to their dasUrdly business with 
renewed vigor.

It was a very simple question they 
wanted answered. Was Nancy Kissinger, 
wife of the secretary of state, still 
hospitalized? 
And the two agencies involved in 
answering that question are known as 
the two most hard nosed about public in­ 
formation, the Department of State and 
the Department of Defense. 
Mrs. Kissinger was hospitalized 
January 9 for a stomach ulcer. The news 
services carried the story and now all 
they wanted to do was follow up on the 
story for their readers.

A UPI reporter called last Sunday to 
see if Nancy was still in the Bethesda 
Naval Medical Center. 
A State J)epartment press officer said 
he did not know. He suggested calling the 
hospital. 
At the hospiUl, the Navy duty officer 
said he was only authorized to read a 
prepared statement, issued January 9 
the day Nancy entered the hosi^tal, 
which referred all calls to the State 
Department press officer. 
“But is she still hospitalized?” the 
reporter asked.
